Lord Carrington has become 
the unwilling front runner in the 
race to become the next 
Secretary-General of Nato. It is 
a job his career and reputation 
fit him to do admirably, but he 
may not in the end be offered it 
because be is British. 

The alliance is heavily reliant 
for both its conventional and 
nuclear defence forces on the 
Ulnited Slates and as’ a result 
there is no argument, about the 
fact that the supreme military 
commander is always an Ameri- 
can. Because of that the 
Secretary-General is never an 
American and the post is seen 
by the smaller countries as one 
which helps to give them a 
voice in hıgh places as well as 
considerable prestige. 

Because of Britain's close 
links with the United States and 
because i1 is a nuclear power in. 
its own right. there is a strong 
feeling in many European Nato 
capitals that this important 
position should really not be 
given to a Briton.
